Pentagon: 
Jet caused 
mysterious 
vapor trail

WASHINGTON A mystery vapor trail that 
was filmed off the coast of southern Cali- 
fornia and looked like a missile launch 
was likely caused by a plane, the Pentagon 
said Wednesday closing its case on the in- 
cident. 

“With all the information that we have 
gathered over the last day and a half about 
this condensation trail ... we have no evi- 
dence to suggest that this was anything 
other than a contrail caused by an air- 
craft,” said Col. David Lapan, a Pentagon 
spokesman. 

The image was caught on tape by a news 
helicopter at rush hour Monday evening. 
Video showed a billowing contrail appar- 
ently rising from the water about 35 miles 
west of L.A. and north of Catalina Island. 

Contrails are created by streaks of con- 
densation from the exhaust of jet aircraft 
flying at high altitudes. 

Initial reports that the condensation 
trail appeared to be that of a missile 
prompted Defense Department officials 
to begin looking into the issue. 

Lapan said the Pentagon had tried 
to determine “whether our activities — 
missile, rocket, etc.— were the source of 
this.” 

It took 36 hours to investigate because 
officials had to talk to the different agen- 
cies and services that might have been 
involved— the Navy, Air Force, the Mis- 
sile Defense Agency, U.S. Northern Com- 
mand and the North American Aerospace 
Defense Command as well as other agen- 
cies such as the Federal Aviation Admin- 
istration. 

“It’s a matter of ... running down all 
of those different leads,” Lapan said. “I 
mean, going out and having everybody 
scrutinize everything that they had in 
terms of information to be able to piece 
together. 

“Without getting into specifics, we 
have looked at lots of data sources.” 

The ultimate conclusion? 

“The Department of Defense ... is sat- 
isfied that the contrail was likely caused 
by an aircraft,” Lapan said.

Graphic overhaul In store for cigarette packs

In the first major change to cigarette packaging 
in a quarter-century the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration said Wednesday it will require graphic 
warning labels that cover half a package’s front 
and rear and the top 20 percent of all cigarette 
ads. 

The labels will feature either drawings or 
photos that graphically illustrate the dangers of 
smoking and will be accompanied by text stating 
that smoking is addictive or that it kiUs. The pic- 
tures are not quite as grim as some used in other 
countries, but regulators hope they will be suf- 
ficiently frightening to keep young people from 
beginning to smoke and to strengthen the will of 
those who are attempting to quit. 

“We want to make sure every person who 
picks up a pack of cigarettes knows exactly what 
the risk is they are taking,” Health and Human 
Services Secretary Kathleen Sebelius said at a 
news conference. 

Current regulations require only a written 
warning on the edge of the cigarette pack and a 


similar, small warning at the bottom of ads. 

Federal agencies have been concerned that 
smoking rates, which declined from about 42 
percent in 1965 to just under 21 percent in 2004, 
have remained flat since then. “That’s bad news,” 
Sebelius said. “Everyday 4,000 young people try 
cigarettes for the first time and 1,000 continue 
to smoke.” 

An estimated 450,000 Americans die prema- 
turely as a result of smoking-related disease ev- 
ery year and 8 million suffer chronic diseases at 
a cost to the economy of $100 billion annually 
Most of those deaths are preventable. The goal 
of the new actions by the Department of Health 
and Human Services is to bring the smoking rate 
down to 12 percent by 2020. 

A key step was the passage of “historic legisla- 
tion” last June that, for the first time, gave the 
FDA power to regulate tobacco products. Since 
then, the agency has taken a number of steps, 
including banning the practice of giving out free 
samples and removing misleading terms such as 
“light,” “low-tar” and “mild” from advertising. 


POSSIBLE DESIGNS 

The FDA is looking at 36 po- 
tential labels. The agency will 
select nine of them by 
June 22, and cigarette manu- 
facturers must begin putting 
them on packages and adver- 
tising by Sept. 22. 

By Oct. 22, manufacturers 
will no longer be 
able to distribute 
cigarettes that 
do not bear the 
new warnings.

You deserve 
an Action Pile 

My first job after college was as assistant to the editor of an alternative 
weekly, much like the Chicago Reader. This was in the pre-Internet 
glory days when prostitutes bought countless classified ads because, 
of course, of their firm belief that only an alternative press could hold 
our government and the mainstream press accountable. 

My job was essentially secretarial, but every so often the/d throw 
me a bone and let me cover something no one else wanted to. Perhaps 
you’ve read my review of “Operation Dumbo Drop”? Hey, every great 
newsman has to begin somewhere, and so do people like me. 

Anyhow, it was there that my boss, the editor whose work (and 
sometimes personal) life I was charged with keeping organized, intro- 
duced me to the greatest invention known to man— at least prior to 
the Shark Portable Steam Pocket. 

He called it The Action Pile. 

The Action Pile was a stack of papers on my desk where I would 
put all non-urgent letters, requests, invitations, etc., sent my editor’s 
way Then every several months, after he’d had a few martinis over 
lunch, we would attack The Action Pile. 

We’d answer one or two of the most important letters and return a 
few others to The Action Pile for future consideration. 

But by the time we looked at them, the bulk of the contents were 
way past their expiration date— half-baked pitches for stories on an 
election that had since passed, invites to an opening reception at a 
restaurant that had since closed, requests for internships from stu- 
dents who had since graduated and started families. 

Those letters we would throw out. 

At first. The Action Pile drove me, new to the working world and 
official adulthood, crazy HOW COULD WE BEHAVE SO RECK- 
LESSLY? WHAT IE A PROSTITUTE HAD ACCIDENTALLY 
SENT US HER PAYMENT EOR HER AD? 

But over time, I noticed a funny thing happened. Nothing. 

Nobody ever called to complain. Nobody ever got into trouble. No 
lives were ruined. 

And most importantly, a solid paper came out each week— even 
when I was entrusted with the review of “Dunston Checks In.” (“The 
bad news for the talented Dunston,” the 22-year-old me wrote, “is that 
from now on he’ll be typecast as an orangutan.”) 

Today the Action Pile is probably online— no longer the tragicomic 
visual it once was, at some points nearly blocking my view of the rest 
of the newsroom. 

But in today’s world— where everyone (yes, including me) is clamor- 
ing for everyone else’s attention— The Action Pile must be 10 times as 
valuable. 

And so with the holidays coming, with the onslaught of solicita- 
tions, invitations and other miscellany set to come your way I’m here 
to ask: Isn’t it time you started one?

South Loop lounge building buzz and a reputation 
beyond the Chicago music industry scene

If The Shrine were a friend of yours, he or she would be insufferable. 

Consider hanging out with someone who is effortlessly beautiful, cultured and 
mysteriously modest about a seemingly endless list of famous friends. 

“Oh yeah,” The Shrine might mention over casual cocktails. “I just hung out with 
EPMD, The Roots and Ludacris. And maybe I already mentioned this, but Drake 
dropped by the other night for a little while.” 


The South Loop-based club and lounge 
is emerging as a mandatory destination for 
movers and shakers on the hip-hop and en- 
tertainment scene. All the aforementioned 
artists, plus Common, Lupe Fiasco— who is 
appearing Sunday with aldermanic candidate 
Rhyme fest— Devin Hester, LeBron “King” 
James and others have been to the ultra-mod- 
ern lounge since it opened in summer 2009. 
It also is carving out a special niche as a place 
to see classic rap acts, including the recent re- 
union of Pete Rock and C.L. Smooth. 

Industry insiders— including Vibe maga- 
zine Editor-in- Chief Jermaine Hall and 
Chicago nightlife freelance writer Amelia 
Levin— say the venue’s focus on hip-hop nos- 
talgia and neosoul is building buzz and a repu- 
tation beyond the ^ 5 ^ndy City The guest and 
performer list places The Shrine on par with 
other must-attend nightspots in cities such 
as Washington, D.C., and L.A., club experts 
said. It has become a hot spot for stars who 
typically skip over Chicago nightlife, includ- 
ing hip-hop’s man of the moment, Drake, 
who dropped by on a recent Thursday and 
partied with his entourage. 

Hall calls the place a “beautiful spot.” The 
Shrine’s owner, Joseph Russo, describes the 


inspiration behind the vibrant colorful art- 
work in the entryway and space-age looking 
VIP areas as “James Bond meets Africa.” 

The exterior of the building, a stark white 
with black-and-white signage, adds an ele- 
ment of artistry to the stretch of Wabash Ave- 
nue near Cermak Road otherwise dominated 
by a bustling Harold’s Chicken and a White 
Castle. The cover is generally $20 with “dress- 
to-impress” enforced at one of two velvet- 
roped doors on weekends. 

At 18 months old. The Shrine, which draws 
the 20S-30S set, is fairly new to the South Loop 
area. Russo, however, is a longtime veteran 
of the Chicago scene. He co-founded Funky 
Buddha Lounge in the Warehouse District 
and launched hip-hop hangout Sinibar before 
dosing it and taking a sabbatical in 2004. 

“I decided to do something different with 
my Hfe,” Russo said. “I took a sabbatical, 
moved to Brazil and lived there for three 
years learning Portuguese. Then, I traveled 
through Africa to all the Portuguese-speaking 
countries.” 

During his self-imposed exile from Chica- 
go nightlife, Russo stumbled upon the inspi- 
ration for his next venture. By 2009, he was 
back in the city overseeing the design he con-

ceived of as a lounge experience combined 
with a concert venue. 

There are challenges to The Shrine’s lon- 
gevity, one of them: location. Russo says when 
he scouted the area three years ago, the South 
Loop was on the rise. That doesn’t appear to 
be the case now, he said. 

Levin, who writes for Nightclub and Bar 
Magazine, a trade publication, has said the 
venue will need proper promotion to con- 
tinue prospering and needs to court clubgoers 
beyond the neighborhood itself 

Vibe magazine’s Hall said a more exclusive 
air would add intrigue, similar to New York 
club Provocateur, where there is no guest list 


and, seemingly, no amount of money that will 
get you in if you are not invited or “recog- 
nized” at the door as aworthy party patron. 

“The person who stands out front either 
knows you or doesn’t,” Hall said. “If Chicago 
clubs like The Shrine can adapt some of that 
exclusive formula, it will make an absolute 
difference in the number of stars who want to

Talent booker and event coordinator Brandon 
Wynn doesn’t mind The Shrine’s somewhat iso- 
lated South Loop location and already feels it of- 
fers an exclusive air. He says it’s “the only place” 
he hangs out in Chicago when it comes to night- 
life. 

“It is beautiful,” Wynn said of The Shrine, 
which he says he persuaded Drake to host for one 
night after his concert at the Chicago Theatre. 
RedEye was there, and observed Drake— clad in 
a plaid shirt— surrounded by a throng of model- 
types in black dresses, tapping furiously on their 
smart phones. Drake did not perform, but he 
waved to the packed place. 


The club’s cozier feel also fits into a popular 
trend. Levin said. And its sound system is top- 
notch. 

“The acoustics of the room were designed for 
live music,” Russo said. 

“I like to stick to R&B and classic hip-hop,” 
Russo explained. “I think the Waka Flocka Flames 
have their place in the rotation on the DJ set, but 
that’s not our focus in terms of live shows.” 

Translation: More Gangstarr than Gucci Alane. 

The result is a crowd typically made up of pro- 
fessionals ages 23-33 who enjoy eclectic music out- 
side of the Top 40 and want to avoid the fights, 
or even shootings, that can plague or close some 
clubs. 




“Both our events are musically driven,” club 
promoter Marques Dixon said of G.O.O.D. Mu- 
sic Fridays, a weekly party series, and the more 
intimate Tuesday night events that have featured 
artists including Chicago’s own GLC —a frequent 
Kanye West collaborator— and DJ/producer 
Prince Paul of De La Soul fame. 

Russo’s mission is to maintain The Shrine’s ris- 
ing reputation— and maybe even expand. 

“I believe The Shrine will turn into a Chicago 
institution,” Russo said. “^JCb’re dedicated and 
have been doing what we started out to do for the 
last year in a half We’re in a great place to open 
in other markets. You just might see a Shrine in 
another city.” kkyles@tribune.com

CTA SEEKING BIDS TO 
SELL NAMING RIGHTS 
FOR RAIL LINES, BUS 
ROUTES AND MORE

The Willis Tower used to be the Sears Tower. 
U.S. Cellular Field was once Comiskey Park. 
What’s next? Your “E’ stop? 

Could be. 

CTA President Rich Rodriguez announced 
Wednesday that the underfunded transit 
agency will go out for bids soon to sell naming 
rights to just about anything the agency owns. 

That includes rail lines and stations, bus 
routes, retail concessions and special events. 
Even the venerable CTA logo will be on the 
auction block, Rodriguez said. 

The transit agency expects to award corpo- 
rate sponsorships by next spring, officials said. 
Rodriguez said the CTA will go out for bids 
next week to hire a corporate adviser who will 
help package the sponsorship opportunities. 

“We want to find new ways to generate 
revenue, and we want to do so in a way that 
will enhance the experience of our riders for 
improvements, services and amenities,” Ro- 
driguez said. 

But he and other CTA officials declined to 
offer any estimates on how much money the 
venture might generate. 

“Providing 1.7 million rides every single day 


is a value to somebody someplace,” Rodriguez 
said. “The question is, what’s it worth?” 

Savvy marketers will want some idea of how 
much bang they’re getting for their invest- 
ment, experts say Marketers also would have 
to look past the “what-ifs” of having their 
brand name associated with the unpleasant 
realities of public transportation, which in- 
clude unkempt stations, rail line breakdowns 
and potential crashes. 

The CTA has so far tested the waters most- 
ly by allowing civic groups and businesses to 
adopt rail stations. It recently concluded a 
$3.9 million deal with Apple Inc. to refurbish 
the North/Clybourn Red Line stop, partly in 
exchange for a future naming-rights contract 
for the station, which is near a new Apple 
store. 

The request for proposals the CTA will is- 


sue next week does not contemplate changing 
the color designations of rail lines, officials 
said. That means potential corporate spon- 
sors must agree to signage with a slash, such 
as the Blue Line A"OUR NAME HERE. 

Rodriguez said the CTA will be sensitive to 
avoid naming rights that are in poor taste or at 
all questionable. So don’t worry about seeing 
a Viagra Express or Miller Lite bus route on 
Rush Street. 

Other transit agencies have sold naming 
rights to stations. Last year. New York’s Met- 
ropolitan Transportation Authority sold the 
naming rights for a subway stop in Brooklyn 
for $4 million to Barclays bank, whose name 
also will be on the nearby Barclays Center 
sports arena expected to open in 2012. 

In the Chicago area, Metra officials said 
earlier this year that they are looking into 


selling naming rights to stations or lines to 
increase revenue. 

While increasingly common, the renaming 
of local icons has met with some resistance. 
Many Chicagoans refuse to mouth the words 
“Willis Tower” or “U.S. Cellular Field,” the 
redubbed names of Sears Tower and Comis- 
key Park. 

But not all share those concerns. 

Allen Sanderson, an economics professor 
at the University of Chicago, pointed to pri- 
vate sponsorships of pieces of Millennium 
Park, just about every gallery inside the Art 
Institute of Chicago and many other places, 
including almost every building on the U. of 
C. campus. 

“I assume that Soldier Field, were it not for 
9/11, would have been renamed by now,” Sand- 
erson said.

THE CUBS-SOX RED LINE 

Cubs and Sox fans, you have another 
matchup to settle. The Red Line serves 
both Wrigley and U.S. Cellular fields. The 
Sox have the most recent World Series 
title (2005) compared with the Cubs 
(1908), but the Cubs station is a bigger 
draw. The Addison station logged 2.3 
million visits from January-September, 
compared with 1.3 million visits to the 
35th-Sox station during the same period. 


THE AMERICAN GIRL BUS STOP 

On Michigan Avenue buses, there are 
announcements for a Water Tower Place 
exit but not specifically for the American 
Girl store. If American Girl sponsored 
the bus stop at Michigan Avenue and 
Chestnut Street near its store, it could 
have announcements, perhaps in Tom 
Petty’s voice, directing customers to the 
shop. And American Girl already knows 
how to dress up a space. 


THE MACY’S RED STAR LINE 

There are several stores that could 
adopt the neighboring State/Lake Red 
Line station. Macy’s could rename it the 
“Red Star’’ line to draw attention to its 
logo or the “Red Sticker’’ line to denote 
its deals. Borders could rename it the 
State/Lake “Read” Line. But if that cor- 
ridor wants to ensure there are no pro- 
tests about the name, “Marshall Fields” 
should appear somewhere in the title.

Convicted sex offender Scott Eby was 
sentenced to life in prison without parole 
Wednesday after pleading guilty to the 
2004 hrutal rape and murder of 3-year-old 
Riley Fox. 

Before the sentence was handed down 
hy Will County Judge Richard Schoenst- 
edt, Eby began crying as the girl’s mother, 
Melissa Fox, began her impact statement 
by saying, “You killed her.” 

Eby apologized and said he would give 
his life to take back what happened.

out, “Rot in hell,” before walking out. 

After the hearing, Eb/s lawyer Michael 
Renzi said his client was surprised when 
Riley’s father initially was charged with the 
heinous crime. He said Eby was in a panic 
and expected to be caught soon after the 
murder. 

Eby has wanted to plead guilty for 
months and tried to kill himself at least 
once this year, the lawyer said. 

Eby was arrested in May after DNA evi- 
dence linked him to the vicious slaying. He 
has since given a videotaped confession, an 
attorney briefed on the case has said. 


Riley Fox was sleeping in her Wilming- 
ton living room on a June night six years ago 
when she vanished, her blanket still on the 
couch. She was found, bound with duct tape 
and sexually assaulted, in a nearby creek. 

In the same creek. Will County investi- 
gators found shoes with Eb/s name writ- 
ten in them. But they focused instead on 
Kevin Fox, Riley’s father. 

He was charged with murder and rape 
in October 2004 but was released after 
spending eight months in jail; DNA testing 
cleared him. A federal jury later awarded 
Kevin and his wife $8 million.

Report: Cargo 
bombs would 
have detonated 
over East Coast 


LONDON An explosive device found in a cargo plane 
in England last month probably would have explod- 
ed over the Eastern Seaboard of the U.S. had it not been 
discovered, Scotland Yard said Wednesday 

The device was primed to explode about six hours after 
it was found, a U.S. counter-terrorism source told CNN. 

“Eorensic examination has indicated that if the device 
had activated it would have been at 10:30 hrs {British Sum- 
mer Time} on Eriday 29 Octo- 
ber 2010,” the Scotland Yard 
statement said. “If the device 
had not been removed from 
the aircraft the activation 
could have occurred over the 
eastern seaboard of the U.S.” 

Al-Qaida in the Arabian 
Peninsula, the Yemen-based 
arm of the al-Qaida terrorist 
network, claimed responsibil- 
ity last week for the plot to 

send explosive devices on cargo planes bound for the U.S. 

White House spokesman Nick Shapiro said the find- 
ings by British authorities “underscore the serious nature 
of the attempted {al-Qaida in the Arabian Peninsula] at- 
tack and the challenge we all face in trying to prevent or 
disrupt such attacks.” 

Shapiro cited “the collective efforts of many dedicated 
intelligence and law enforcement professionals” in the 
UK, the United Arab Emirates, Saudi Arabia and the U.S. 
for disrupting the attacks. 

“The United States will continue to work closely with 
these partners and the government of Yemen to address 
and counter the threat posed by {al-Qaida in the Arabian 
Peninsula},” Shapiro said.

Last month, nine Central Washington Uni- 
versity students were hospitalized after an

The students said they got sick after drink- 
ing Lour Loko, a caffeinated malt liquor also 
known as “blackout in a can,” according to a 
police investigation. 

Investigators concluded that none of the 
students was drugged or given alcohol with- 
out their knowledge, according to a school 
statement.

Green’s latest, one gets the sense that he 
was born in the wrong era. Green, who burst into

Green, christening himself “The Lady 
Killer” in spite of his party-keg build, shows off his honeyed pipes on prowling cuts (the 
neon synth-laden “Bright Lights Bigger City”), lovelorn pleas (“I Want lihu”) and riot- 
ous kiss-offs (“{Expletive} lihu”). Stick around ’til the end for a soaring cover of Band of 
Horses’ “No One’s Gonna Love You'’ that blasts the backwoods gem into the cosmos.

Waukegan brothers use their special effects expertise to create alien attack thriller ^Skyline’

METROMIX 

Less than a year. That’s how much time will 
have passed between the conception of the 
sci-fi thriller “Skyline” and its Friday release. 

Alaybe that turnaround would seem doable 
for an intimate drama. But to keep things 
moving quickly for their special effects-driv- 
en story about an alien invasion, brothers and 
Waukegan natives Greg and Colin Strause 
shot the entire film at Greg’s condo building 
in Marina del Rey Calif 

The shooting budget was under $i million 
of the final budget, which came in under 
$io million. The brothers note that for a 
movie like this, that’s normally the price of 
just one actor or the special effects budget 
alone. 

Fortunately, they’ve got impressive experi- 
ence under their belts. The Strauses, who both 
live in the L.A. area, have worked on special 
effects for films such as ‘Avatar,” “Titanic” and 
“2012,” along with directing ‘Alien vs. Preda- 
tor: Requiem” and music videos for artists 


such as Usher, 50 Cent andNickelback. 

From their office in Santa Monica, 35-year- 
old Greg and 34-year-old Colin talked about 
battling with aliens, living in Chicago and 
preferring predators to aliens. 

If there is life on other planets: 

Colin: For how many stars and planets and 
how big the universe is, the chance that we’re 
the only schmucks out here I think is pretty 
low. ... Like people said before, if anyone does 
find us, chances are they’re probably not go- 
ing to be too kind to us. ’Cause we definitely 
wouldn’t be too kind to them. 

If aliens would just be happy to find some 
company in the universe: 

Colin: Depends on how hungry [they] are. 

We might be very delicious; you have no idea. 
... I just worry what would happen when they 
run out of Doritos. That would not be good 
for us. 

Working together and what their jobs were 


on **Skyllne”: 

Greg: It’s interesting. At this point, Colin 
and I, we often finish each other’s sentences. 
The split up [of tasks] when we’re directing, 
we pretty much do every job. ... [The small 
budget] required Colin and I to wear a lot of 
hats and actually sit on the computers and 
do a lot of work. One thing that Colin does 
that I don’t is Colin would sit there in the 
3-D department, and he did all the lighting, 
designed the shading systems and then all the 
creatures. So the way everything looks —even 
the planes, the ships, all the creatures, any of 
the effects — Colin designed all these shaders 
for this stuff That’s rather unique. 

When their parents came to visit them in 
California: 

Colin: Literally my dad was like, “OK, forget 
this. I’m selling the snowblower.” And they 
sold [their] house a week later and they live in 
Santa Monica now ... When I left the city I 
was only like 18 so I didn’t really get to enjoy 
Chicago for what it is ’cause you couldn’t 


really get in any of the cool places. [When] I 
left, it was ’95, maybe beginning of ’96. 1 re- 
member the day I got on the airplane; it was 
like one of the coldest days. It was something 
like 35-below with wind chill. The day I was 
flying to L.A., I was like, “OK, that’s gotta be 
an omen. ’Cause it’s [bleeping] cold and I’m 
going somewhere warmer.” 

What they miss about Chicago: 

Colin: Best [bleeping] hot dogs ever. Best 
pizza ever. I do get pizza shipped out here 
from Giordano’s or Pizza Capri or some of 
those places. I’m actually doing that for my 
birthday this week; I’m going to get some 
pizza flown out. I miss that. That’s some- 
thing that L. A. does not have is good pizza. 

If the head-to-head conflict of ''Alien vs. 
Predator: Requiem'' found its way offscreen 
to their relationship: 

Colin: I think I threw a table at Greg during 
that movie. Had some heated discussions. 
Part of it too is when you’re making a studio 





Small budget, 
big effects

Visual effects artists Colin and Greg 
Strause have toppled digital elephants 
in “300,” aged Brad Pitt backward for 
“The Curious Case of Benjamin But- 
ton” and cloned one actor into identi- 
cal twins for “The Social Network.” 

Now the brothers have developed, 
financed and directed “Skyline,” even- 
tually selling it to Relativity Media, 
whose Rogue Pictures will release the 
alien attack drama Friday 

“Skyline,” which isn’t being screened 
for critics, unfolds in and around Mari- 
na del Rey Calif , when a group of young 
adults awakens in an apartment to dis- 
cover that L.A. is being ransacked by 
some unfriendly intergalactic visitors. 
Using a massive, seductive blue light 
beam, the interlopers suck up countless 
thousands of locals into their hovering 
spaceships, where worse things await. 

Led by Jarrod (Eric Balfour), the 
group of 30 -somethings in the apart- 
ment scramble for cover, watching as 
the U.S. military struggles to drive out 
the invaders. 

The dialogue in the screenplay by 
Joshua Cordes (who has worked as an 
animation supervisor for the brothers) 
and Liam O’DonneU (a visual effects 
consultant) is unlikely to attract much 
critical praise. Typical lines include: 
“Oh my God!” “I can’t believe this!” “It 
just doesn’t seem real!” “Oh my God, 
oh my God!” and “Like it or not, this is 
happening!” 

But given the film’s limited budget 
and a quick 42 days of principal pho- 
tography, audiences (and studio ex- 
ecutives) should be impressed by “Sky- 
line’s” elaborate visual tricks, some 900 
effects shots that include rocket-firing 
stealth fighters, crashing helicopters, a 
nuclear explosion and aliens that look 
like flying metallic squids. 


If they’d each rather be an alien or a preda- 
tor: 

Colin: I like the predator. We both really like 
the predator. 

Greg: Isn’t that why so many of the kids 
[bleeping] yelled at us on the last movie, 
because the predator kicked the alien’s ass so 
easily? 

Coiin: Well, but the predator’s got more 


So they’d both choose the Predator? 

Coiin: Pretty much, yeah. And then we’d go 
beat a bunch of dumb aliens’ asses. ‘Aliens” 
is one of my top favorite movies ever made, 
but I never rooted for the aliens. Tbu rooted 
for the people; you’re rooting for Ripley 
Whereas in “Predator,” for some reason I 
actually kinda liked seeing the predator win.

movie, there’s a lot of frustration, there’s 
a lot of pressure, there’s a lot of masters 
that you’re trying to please. There’s a lot of 
[bleep] you can’t do that you want to do. I 
think [on “Skyline”], there was one day where 
we didn’t have our lunch and our blood sugar 
might have been a little low and we were sick 
or something. 

How they did making “Skyline”: 

Colin: No one threw any tables on this movie. 
We had a few jokes about it, but I can’t tell you 
how [bleeping] sweet the shoot went. 

What makes “Skyiine” different from a 
movie iike “Independence Day”: 

Colin: The fact that everything’s organic. 
They’re not metal ships or creatures. Liter- 
ally everything is a giant piece of organic 
material.
